Two Physicians Take 


Care of 700 Patients; 
Facilities Inadequate 


By WILLIAM T. EVJUE 


The Capital Times learned today that Dr. August Sauthoff, 


for fifteen years a resident physician at the Wisconsin State 
Hospital for the Insane, at Mendota, has resigned. The resig- 
nation took effect yesterday. 


Mr. Sauthoff could not be reached today because of his 


presence at Beloit college where he lectures. It is known, 
however that Mr. SauthofFs resignation is toased to some ex- 
tent on dissatisfaction with conditions ^which have prevailed at 
the hospital for some time. These conditions have reached a 
point where Madrson physicians are beginning- to voice protest 
and it is expected that an investigation may result. 


The charge is made that the medical facilities and the 


medical staff at Mendota are entirely inadequate to take care 
of the patients who are now at Mendota. It is reported that 
there are as many as 700 patients at Mendota and that there 
are only two doctors to take care of this large number. The 
number of nurses is also inadequate. Because of these limited 
facilities it is contended that patients at Mendota are not re- 
ceiving the proper care and treatment. 


In contrast to the conditions which prevail at the Men- 


dota hospital, it is pointed out that,the soldiers hospital un- 
der-the direction of Dr. W. F. Lorenz has four doctors. Dr. 
Loreriz's institution has about 125 soldier patients while the 
Mendota' hospital has as high as 700. 
Local physicians have 'been on the point several times of 


asking for an investigation of conditions at Mendota but have 
not done so 'because of "ethical" considerations. It is known, 
however, that two well known members of the Dane County 
Medical society have interested, themselves in the question and 
that developments are likely to follow. 


The matter will undoubtedly be taken up with the state 


board of control. 
Dr. Frank I. Drake is the superintendent of the Mendota

tnn state treasurer today. 


• "In looking over the records 
of 


bnr.k failures in-the U. S." 
said 


?.Ir. Lc-vitan, "I find that out of 306 
bank failures oecuring in 1922 only 
one occurred in Wiscosin. Compare 
that with Georgia - which had 32. 
Texas, 31; Oklahoma, 35; Nebraska 
21; Kansas, 17; Mississippi, 15; and 
Minnesota, 14. 


"Yet the price of surety bonds in 


this state is just as- high 
an in 
these other states which show 
a j 


much higher number of bank fail- 
ures. I believe that tho rate shoul.i 
vary with the barking condition of 
the various states. Wisconsin has 
always been one- of the most solid 
states in the union'and the banking 
risk is so small here that a 1 per 
cent rate 
for surety bonds would 


be high In Wisconsin. The surety 
companies would make more money 
at that for if tho rate were lowerei 
a majority of our bankers 
would 
teke out surety 
bonds instead of 


furnishing personal bonds. 


"Tha board of state 
depositories 
Is of the opinion that surety bontls 
are preierable to personal 
bonds 


because they relieve individual of- 
ficers and etockholders of the bank 
of an added liability which should 
not b« theirs. A reduction of the 
anrety bond rate 
would 
enable 


more of our Wisconsin bankers to 
•vail themselve* of surety bonds. 


"The insurance commissioner has

Illinois Central System Discusses 


Valuation of the Railroads 


Under the terms of the Valuation Act, introduced and sponsored "by Senator Robert M. 


LaFollette of Wisconsin and enacted into law^by the Congress .in 1913, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been engaged about nine years in compiling data to determine the value 
of the properties owned by the railroads and -used in the service of transportation. 
The Gov- 


ernment and the railroads together have alrea dy expended upon this -work about $58,000,000. 


Using the information on railway value compiled by its Bureau of Valuation, the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission in 1920 placed, for rate-making purposes, a tentative valuation of 
$18,900,000,000 upon the raihvay properties of the country. Although' this country probably 
never will go back to the low level of costs existing prior to the war, this tentative valuation 
was based upon pre-war costs, which since then have practically doubled. Subsequent net ad- 
ditions to the railway properties have,,been tak n by the Commission at cost less depreciation, 
and the present tentative valuation is ai-ound $'".0,000,000.000, which is about 52,000,000,000 in 
excess of the outstanding railway capitalization. 


Valuation and capitalization of raihvay properties are sometimes confused in public dis- 


cussions. 
Some railroads are over-capitalized; on the other hand, many railroads are capital- 


ized at much less than a fair value of their pr operti-es. ' 


Take the Illinois 'Central System as an ex-'^iule. The aggregate par value of our securi- 


l-.ies outstanding: as of December 31, 1D22. was 5'nf5.R08.141. 
On that date we owned about 


75.000 freight cars, 1,850 locomotives and 1,700 passenger train cars. Taking S1,ODO as the av- 
erage value of our freight cars, which is less than half what a new car costs today: taking 
930.000 as the average value of our locomotive- which is nearlv half what we an? paying now 
p.nd taking our. passenger train -cars at S15.000, less than half the p~resent price (most of o-ar 
passenger cars, are modern steel cars), the following is a conservative estimate of the value 
of our equipment alone:

ARATHON county recently con- 
ducted a drive for the erection of 


a memorial to her soldier dead. The 56,- 
000 people of the county were canvassed 
for subscriptions and an Impressive work 
of art was-unveiled on Memorial day. 


In the northern part of the state, the 


lumber and water power barons always 
manage to project themselves into the 
limelight on occasions of this kind.

The good people of Marathon county 
were given the privilege of digging down 
into their pockets to pay for the me- 
morial but the opportunity to exploit the 
unveiling of the monument for selfish 
purposes was taken over by the town 
aristocrats who "Work Wausau".

his knowledge and consent, being contrary to 
sound public policy, harmful to the honor and 
dignity of the senate and dangerous to the 
perpetuity of a free government, such exces- 
sive expenditures are hereby severely con- 
demned and disapproved. 


At Wausau, Lenroot said that the. bal-

wield political influences 


through well oiled campaign chests. 


And when the test came a few years

Wausau is the shipping capital of the 


Northern Hemlock and Hardwood Manu- 
facturers' association which has just 
been charged by the Federal Trade com- 
mission at Washington with a conspiracy 
that robbed the government DURING 
THE WAR.

Johnson, another farmer member, pri- 
vately give their views on the evils of special 
appropriations for all organizations of :i na- 
ture kindred to that of the State Potato Grow- 
ers' association. 
In principle we believe their 


views are very wise. They are doing- all they 
possibly can to cut down taxes by .killing bills 
for appropriations or so amending these bills 
as to materially reduce the aggregate amount. 
1 We believe members of 'like 
views 
with 


those of Nelson and Johnson will, find that 


they cannot materially reduce tke total of ap- 
propriations that ,will pus ' >t- thla cession.' 
(Both these m«n favor the rtate aid to schooli, 
•and one defended, the state aid for testing 
dairy co-w« for eradication of bovine tubercu- 
losis. One defended the special state aid. for 
payment of salaries and expenses for the su- 
pervising teachers to al8 the county superin- 
tendent in visiting the rural schools, more 
than half of -which is paid by cities that do not 
'have such supervision. In -one county last year 
$4,305.91 w»s paid for this, -work from the 
state treasury 'and the county paid into this 
fund only $1,940, These thing's are justified 
because they are for education. 


• The educational value of the potato clc-b 
work, exhibitions" and the contests carried on 
»s the direct result of the -work done by those 
charged with the duty of directing In the ex- 
penditure of a special state aid to the Potato 
Growers' association, in my opinion justifies 
the passage of the bill coming up for recon- 
sideration Thursday, May 
31, to 
determine 


whether the work.so well started for field cer- 
tification and boys' and- girls' potato clubs are 
•to be left to such support aa individuals may 
•give or be augmented by a state appropria- 
tion of $4,000 for the entire state. We believe 
•more thnn this sran has been wisely paid by 
•the state for a state director, of cow testing 
associations who has through - public meetings 
spread the truth regarding the loss to farm- 
ers in keeping the cow that is a boarder and 
•not a producer. This work would never have 
attained the impetus -through individual effort 
that it has through this comnranity action 
that was started by the one employe of thi>. 
state who spread the propaganda of the nerrl 
of testing cows for production. 


'Possibly the farmers' institutes have gone 


•tc seed, but who will say the farmers' insti- 
tutes never paid the people of the state for 
"what they cost. 
That agency is forty years 


•old, the club work and potato certification is 
•only an infant and needs special aid as vi- 
tally as any other infant industry has 
ever 


•needed special state aid. We hope Mr. Nelson, 
president of the Wisconsin A. S. of E., and 
•Assemblyman Johnson will change their votes 
•and support the bill for the $4,000 appropria- 
tion to aid the Wisconsin Potato Growers in 
carrying on the splendid work that has been 
-started and pushed to the point of promise by 
this organization of farmers of both mature 
and tender years. If it is worth w-hile to keep 
-only the profitable cows in the dairy, it is even 
more r.ecessary to encourage the hoys and 
girls on all the potato farms of the state. In 
no-other way can this encouragement be fur- 
nished so economically as through the con- 
tests and potato institutes that are made pos- 
sible through the cooperation of the state leg- 
islature and the .Wisconsin Potato Growers' 
association.—D. F. Burnham, Editor- Waupaca 
County Post.
